standing invitation to spend a day with 
Pg Geo. peter at his Thousand Hills 
Farm near Kirksville, Missouri, was ful- 
filled one beautiful early autumn day re- 
cently. The doctor, busier than any two 
doctors should be, was found at his famous 
hospital in the city. As ere 
soon as the morning’s sev- ¥ 
eral operations had been 2 
completed Dr. Geo. Laugh- , 
lin, chief surgeon and 
president of the Kirksville 
College of Osteopathy and 
Surgery, found time to 
join us at the main farm, 
just out a short way from 
the city. After greeting 
the doctor at the hospital 
office early in the morn- 
ing we had gone out to 
the farm to meet manager 
Geo. W. Pinney who is 
fast forming the herd into 
one of the best to be found 
anywhere and at the same 
time directing operations 
covering the conversion of 
this beautiful laying three 
thousand acre Missouri 
farm into a real show 
place. The buildings are 
being renovated and con-

of the nation. Yards and 
fences are being laid out and built to facili- 
tate quick and easy movement of the cattle 
from place to place and from pasture to 
barns. 

Young Bill Barton and a friend from 
Michigan dropped in just as we were tak- 
ing a look at some of the youngsters about 
the barns. Bill is the genial new fieldman

who never sits still despite the fact that he 
is a Missourian. 

It had rained abundantly preceding our 
visit and yet most of the roads were in 
excellent condition. First we drove about 
the pastures close by the buildings, and 
they were extensive, there being 
some three thousand acres in one 
body in this home farm. The land 
is rolling, drainage perfect, the 
brush and timber has been cut 
away and every acre has been 
planted to crops or lespedeza, and 
what a crop—it seemed that every 
seed had germinated. Here we saw 
something a bit out of the ordin- 
ary—a number of mowers were 
working, it being the policy of Dr. 
Laughlin not to allow an undesir- 
able weed or bush of any sort to 
get far off the ground. In fact 
each pasture is mowed twice an- 
nually and will be so mowed until 
every last vestige of bush or weed 
has disappeared. Those hills, and 
there must be a thousand of them, 
resembled more a well kept golf 
course than an ordinary cow pas- 
ture. They were green and that 

reenery consists chiefly of lespe- 

eza one of the best cattle pastur- 
ages to be found anywhere. 

The cattle in these pastures were 
standing in the shade enjoying 
their breakfast of early morning 
gleanings from the lespedeza fields. 
Little creeks were carrying fresh 
water and other good fresh water 
was available too, thus the thou- 
sand hills pastures are in fact a 
real cattle haven conducive to quiet, peace- 
ful living for the wonderful cattle that Doc- 
tor George Laughlin has assembled here to 
serve as the foundation for one of America’s 
greatest and most attractive breeding 
plants. For that is the possibilities divulg- 


ed in this setup.

J. S. Guttridge Estate to Increase Registered Breeding Head

The ways of the fieldman are exciting 
and filled with thrills. It’s Sunday morn- 
ing, the sun had not even thought of peep- 
ing over the eastern horizon, for it was just 
3:45 when yours truly backed the little old 
Ford out of her berth in the home garage 
and pointed her nose toward Portland. The 
show was to open at 8:00 o’clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, and that meant “get go- 
ing”, for Portland via Yakima was 2234 
miles away and there are some hills along 
the way. Eventually the sun came over the 
eastern horizon and brought with him a glor- 
ious day. Breakfast at Columbus, Nebras- 
ka; lunch at North Platte, Nebraska; dinner 
at Laramie, Wyoming; and the hay at Rock 
Springs, Wyoming, constituted the first 
day’s going. It’s only 979 miles, a nice Sun- 
day drive through some of the greatest cat- 
tle country in all the world. Grass and cat- 
tle everywhere, more grass than cattle, both 
were in the valleys at this time of the year. 
The hills in the back ground along the 
Platte valley had supplied the summer’s feed 
and now it was up to the pastures and the 
meadows in the valley lands to put the fin- 
ishing touches on the cattle preparatory to 
going into the winter. Much the same con- 
dition existed in the Wyoming section, nat- 
urally the hills were more presumptuous 
and the little creeks and rivers carried more 
water, making the valley grasses even of 
better quality than had been expected. Here 
too the cattle were fat, the big steers ready 
for market. But before reaching our des- 
tination it was dark, too dark to permit the 
formulation of conclusions, except that it 
was bed time. 

It’s up and over and round and round, 
horse shoe and hairpin turns, winding roads, 
and what not, every minute something dif- 
ferent, high mountains and deep valleys, 
wonderful rock roads, over which one’s con- 
science must be his guide as to speed. It’s 
only 682 miles to Baker, Oregon, but that’s 
far enough for a first day in the hills. Idaho 
is a big state, and so was Wyoming. The 
southern portion of Idaho through which we 
passed is another good cattle country. The 
hills are full of sheep in all the mountain 
area and the historic Baques originating in 
northern Spain and of Spanish-French ex- 


traction, born sheepmen were bringing great 
flocks down into the valleys for winter 
feeding and preceding the fall shipments to 
market. Frequently the highway was pack- 
ed for long distances with woolies by the 
thousands. It was a pleasure to pause in 
the middle of the road while the seething 
mass came forward and passed to the rear, 
but not quite so acceptable when a flock 
was overtaken from the rear. On one such 
occasion a husky sheep dog came to meet 
us and stirred quite a fuss until we came 
to a halt. Then he turned and began nip- 
ping the sheep at the heels and opened a 
way through the great long flock for us to 
slowly follow. Each time the sheep became 
stubborn the dog would return and demand 
a halt until he could make another opening. 
Smart dog and well worth all the delay to 
watch him work. That was a job that ex- 
celled in smartness any sheep dog trail ex- 
hibition we had ever witnessed, and he did 
the work alone and without instructions or 
gestures from a human guide. That was a 
sheep dog of untold value and more than 
likely highly prized by his master who stood 
watching over his flock while he drove the 
team at the chuck wagon which was bring- 
ing up the rear. 

A sunrise start from Baker on Tuesday 
morning led on to Pendleton, through the 
richest wheat area of the west. Wheat 
fields laid on the hill sides and in the val- 
leys like great blankets of a golden hue, 
wheat fields and nothing but wheat fields 
for miles and miles and deep in the valleys 
and over the lower hill tops as far as the 
eye could carry in any direction from the 
high vantage points supplied by the moun- 
tains here and there. The elevators were 
filied to the roof. Mounds of bags of wheat 
were stacked at the stations and in the 
fields awaiting an opportunity to go to mar- 
ket. Little live stock save horses was in 
evidence in this wheat growing section. We 
dropped into Yakima at 1:00 p. m. for a 
four hour visit with Otto V. Battles who 
had planned to make the trip to Portland 
with us, but the doctor said no, so we visit- 
ed and went on, arriving at Portland at 
10:00 p. m. Tuesday night. 

Having a desire to see more of the west 
coast, a trip was plan- 
ned from _ Portland 
north along the ocean 
country and up to Seat- 
tle, then back to Taco- 
ma and down through 
the Natches pass to 
Yakima _ where two 
more days were spent 
with Otto Battles who 
by this time was able 
to be out and do a lit- 
tle riding in a car. Sun- 
day we drove up to 
Summit Park opposite 
Mount Rainer, then 
back to the Battles cab- 
in close by the highway 
but buried deep in the

It was with reluctance that th 

trip began. The Yakima Valley is Pray 
ing country. Nevertheless there were pla a 
to go and the American Royal was included 
on the itinerary. It was a tedious trip fror 
Yakima down the John Day highway and 
over to Prairie City, the short distance ae 
country required more than a half day of 
steady but slow driving. Prairie City is l 
cated in a beautiful valley, surrounded al 
most completely by high mountains. The 
J. S. Guttridge estate is located at the head 
of the valley. “Sherm” and “Jim” are in 
active charge of the extensive holdings, and 
finer lads never roamed those hills, Kens 
as a whip and each equipped with 4 “cattle. 
man’s eye” that denotes an inborn knowl- 
edge of the business. They know and they 
love their cattle. The Guttridge Estate js 
destined to become one of the most import- 
ant outposts of our industry. 


This is no new enterprise. Gold was dis- 
covered in the Canyon City area in ’64 and 
the same year settlement began in this yal- 
ley. Immediately following an_ irrigation 
system was developed. J. S. Guttridge came 


in ’938 and began the development of this | 


10,000 acre ranch. Some 1200 acres were 
brought under irrigation and turned into 
hay meadows and used for cropping pur- 
poses. The land lays beautifully with just 
enough natural slope to make it possible 
without great expense to maintain a perfect 
irrigation system, the head waters being on 
the estate itself, thus providing free water 
and in any quantity. Off to the south just 
beyond the boundary line of the estate stands 
Strawberry Butte, whose top claims an ele- 
vation of 9600 feet, snowcapped the year 
round and furnishing an abundant supply 
of splendid water. Pipe lines carry fresh 
water from a big spring up the valley to all 
the buildings and lots. Three hundred fifty 
head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
live on this commodious ranch. Over a near- 
by ridge the Guttridges hold a lease on 
some 18000 acres of timber pasture land 
where 500 head graze in the National For- 
est preserve. The commercial herd con- 
tains an average population of approximate- 
ly 1500 head and they are all Aberdeen- 
Angus.

‘; a first time for everything. 
ce morning, October 5th was the 
sceasion of our initial visit to a Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition at Portland, Oregon. 
The hearty greeting from Manager Plum- 
mer as we passed the turnstyle set the day 
off just about right. The genial manager 
is a pleasing personality, largely responsible 
rae the success of this great Pacific coast 
enterprize. For it is due largely to the un- 
tiring efforts of this gentle- 
man that the live stock show 
has been built up. The facili- 
ties are adequate and commo- 
dious. A special parking space 
for the press made it especial- 
ly convenient for a mid-wes- 
terner in a strange land. 

We were just a little disap- 
pointed because of the fact 
that no local coastal herds 
were on exhibition save that 
of Otto V. Battles who showed 
his Rosemere herd in competi- 
tion with Elliott Brown of 
lowa, who had made the long 
journey to Portland for the 
purpose of annexing a few 
more blues and purples to his 
already well filled ribbon chest. 
Mr. Battles was also showing 
the entries for Cold Saturday 
Farm, Finksburg, Maryland. 
The showing was not large, 
nevertheless the Portland audi- 
ence had an opportunity to 
view on exhibition some very 
excellent specimens of the 
breed, and judging from ring- 
side comments, were highly 
pleased to have had the oppor- 
tunity thus afforded. The 
northwest is a great cattle country, popu- 
lated early by Shorthorns and Whitefaces, 
and only in recent years have the folks out 
that way been able to see Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, either in the show ring or on the 
ranches. That day however is past. There 
undoubtedly will always be good Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on display at Portland, thanks 
to the good work of Otto V. Battles whose 
Rosemere cattle grace an ever increasing 
number of the hills and valleys of the Pa- 
cific Northwest. 


Alex. McDonald, of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, did the judging on this occasion and 
like his ringside was compelled to admire 
the high quality of the exhibit. There were 
no aged bulls shown. Brown’s many times 
grand champion Envious Blackcap B. 6th, 
although showing with an injured leg, was 
particularly outstanding and stood at the 
head of his class, later being awarded the 
senior and grand championship ribbons, 
while the injury was slight it nevertheless 
augured to his discomfort. The Rosemere 
entry, Blackcapmere 151st was showing ex- 
ceedingly well and made a strong contestant 
in the finals for senior championship, he is 
a well made youngster, but aside from hav- 
ing the advantage in the walk he was forc- 
ed to relinquish his claim to the purple rib- 
bon to the older, more mature bull who was 
showing in wonderful fit. Brown won the 
other bull classes, except the summer year- 
ling class which went to the Battles entry, 
Blackcapmere 219th, including the groups 
of five, three and two bulls as well as the 
jumor championship ticket which was won

by his senior calf, Envious Blackcap B. 9th 
542490. 

The females made a stronger showing as 
to numbers and perhaps were a better group 
as a whole than were the bulls. Brown won 
the cow classes straight save for the senior 
yearling heifer class which went to the 
great prospect Barbara of Rosemere 170th 
shown by Cold Saturday Farms, from Finks- 
burg, Maryland. This heifer has made a

wonderful development since the Congdon & 
Battles dispersion when she passed into the 
hands of the eastern firm. She is a typical 
Rosemere show beast, with plenty of scale 
for age, type, quality and undoubtedly has 
before her a great future in the show ring 
and breeding pen as well. Brown’s two year 
old cow, Erianna B. 2d, stood easily at the 
head of her class and was made the senior 
and grand champion female of the show, 
having to match in the finals with the iun- 
ior champion Erica Energice from the same 
string. The remainder of the groups also 
went to the Iowa herd, including the graded 
herd, get of sire, pair of yearlings and pair 
of calves. 

The thing that appealed to us more than 
anything else about this show was the fact 
that despite the few in numbers, the Bon- 
nie Blacks attracted much attention and a 
lot of discussion among the western cattle 
growers, many of whom are watching the 
progress of the breed with keen interest and 
a desire to shift into the business of pro- 
ducing Aberdeen-Angus calves on their fine 
valley ranches. The surprise of it all was 
to learn of the many herds already estab- 
lished and the proportions of these herds as 
to numbers. Certainly the work of Otto V. 
Battles in the Northwest is bearing fruit of 
a good quality. 

There were many Aberdeen-Angus bul- 
locks in the fat show, and a widespread 
clamor amongst the youngsters for Aber- 
deen-Angus calves to feed for the 1939 show 
at Portland. In the open steer classes Black 
Lad 61st was made champion Aberdeen-An- 


gus steer, he was bred and fitted by the 
State, College of Washington. This 1000- 
pound short aged summer yearling is the 
product of the blood lines so successfully 
developed in the Rosemere herd. He is sir- 
ed by a son of Eileenmere 61st and is out 
of a dam by Blackmere 16th. He presented 
a beautifully balanced, trim package, just 
not quite far enough along to compete suc- 
cessfully with the Shorthorn grand cham- 
pion, also shown by the Wash- 
ington State College. 

We watched with great in- 
terest the sale of the fat sheep, 
the fat hogs and the fat bul- 
locks and was delighted in the 
fact that Aberdeen-Angus are 
holding their own in this rath- 
er new country for the breed. 
The champion Shorthorn which 
was made grand champion of 
the show sold at $20.50 per 
hundred weight; the champion 
Hereford at $17.00 and the 
champion Aberdeen-Angus at 
$17.50. We watched the cham- 
pions and the second and third 
prize steers of the various 
breeds sell and found that in- 
cluding the champions the 
Shorthorns averaged $11.78 
per hundred; the Herefords 
$12.31 and the Aberdeen-An- 
gus $12.32, a very satisfactory 
showing all around. The pack- 
ers were strong to steady buy- 
ers all the way through, while 
a few individuals furnished the 
competition in most cases.

Aunual Meeting 


Permit your breed paper to again stress 
the importance of voting and electing dele- 
gates to the annual meeting which is to be 
held in Chicago during the International 
week. In years past, not unlike o her breed 
associations, our organization has been har- 
rassed more or less by a lack of unification. 
A few years ago we passed through a ter- 
rible siege of distress in order to bring out 
the present representative form of govern- 
ment for our breed organization. That was 
a costly affair, not only from a direct mone- 
tary viewpoint, but from a loss of prestige 
in the live stock breeding world. Today the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Asso- 
ciation stands out as one of the bright spots 
in association management. Our institution 
is making rapid strides forward. Our cat- 
tle are doing wonders. Good cattle and good 
management of our business affairs has 
created a most favorable situation pointing 
to much greater things for the future. The 
immediate future of the breed, depends up- 
on a continuance of good business policies, 
and it is for that reason that your breed 
paper now makes the appeal to breeders 
everywhere, suggesting that you cast your 
ballots for men you feel quite sure will be 
in attendance at the meeting, men with 
broad vision, men who will take time out to 
study thoughtfully a program for the future. 

The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association has for several years past, since 
the change to representative government, 
been exceedingly fortunate to command the 
services of strictly high class men as mem- 
bers of its board of directors, a policy that 
can well be followed in the future. That 
membership has been well distributed 
throughout the cattle growing sectors. Our 
officers have been men with vision and de- 
termination to serve as best they could the 
interests of the breed at large. As each 
annual meeting approaches it brings with it 
the necessity for the election of five board 
members to serve a three year tcrm each. 
There has been apparent from time to time 
indications of political maneuvers which 
tend more or less to disrupt smooth going. 
The Journal trusts that nothing of that sort 
will crop out at the 1939 annual meeting. 

The Journal does not pretend to direct as- 
sociation affairs, our interest is your inter- 
est—a gigantic, successful forward move- 
ment in which all may participate to the 
general good of the breed. Our three field- 
men travel a combined average of more than 
ten thousand miles per month, meeting 
breeders in most every state of the union 
and Canada. It is from this personal con- 
tact with the men in the breed that we ven- 
ture the suggestion that the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed is making wonderful advancement 
on all fronts, that her supporters are inter- 
ested in a splendidly managed parent asso- 
ciation, directed along the lines of best busi- 
ness principles. Let us then suggest that 
there is no room for petty politics, and that 
delegates and others refrain from indulging 
in anything of the sort. 

Some of the members whose terms expire 
with the 1938 annual meeting are eligible to 
be re-elected and no doubt will be; there are 
other vacancies, one caused by the death of 
our good friend Alex. Minty, of Michigan; 
and others because the members have serv- 
ed two full consecutive terms and the con- 
stitution prohibits three in succession. To 
keep a well geographically balanced board 
membership the new members should ac- 
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cording to the intention of the new system 
of representative government be selected 
from districts somewhat likewise distribut- 
ed, but above all they should be men who 
are willing to put their shoulder to the 
wheel and keep things moving right down 
the line as they are now headed. The Jour- 
nal urges that fickle politics be replaced 
with sound judgment and good business in- 
tent. Then things will go right along. Our 
breed is headed for better things, the terri- 
tory is rapidly being expanded. Our cattle 
are in the strongest hands today that they 
have been for a good many years. Nothing 
short of a national catastrophy can molest 
our best seed stock for it is widely distribut- 
ed and for the most part in strong hands.

Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

Gentlemen: Through your new column 
opened to all breeders I would like to in- 
quire from experienced Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle men about the white hairs we all 
seem to discover in more mature cattle that 
were solid black at birth. 

As ali know, the white hairs often appear 
in a ring at various places on the body or 
neck. The ring is frequently about four to 
eight inches in diameter, is perhaps three 
quarters of an inch wide and the center is 
usually almost normally black though there 
are a few white hairs in it too. The ring 
itself will not be of solid white hairs but 
they will preponder, giving a grayish cast. 

Then too, solid white spots seem to ap- 
pear after calfhood on the legs or on the 
body, spots not larger than a silver dollar 
though very clear upon close examination. 

I refer in neither case to white at birth 
such as is so often found on the bag and on 
the underline; I refer only to white that ap- 
pears subsequent to birth. 

What is the cause, nature and duration 
of these marks? Are they atavistic? If so, 
why do they appear after calfhood? Are 
they caused by insect bites? If neither of 
these, what is the source of them? Yours 
very truly, Charles T. Neale, Rocklands 
Farm, Gordonsvile, Virginia.

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**’The Aberdeenshire of America’? October Sale Report 


A fine bright day, the kind that usually 
keeps farmers away from the sales, was 
what we found the morning of sale day. 
However, as this sale is the one that the 
breeders from this section look to as a cri- 
terion, a goodly crowd was on hand all dur- 
ing the forenoon of sale day. 

Breeders from seven states were on hand 
to buy the cattle offered. Perhaps one of 
the best known to all Journal readers was 
George Porteous, for many years associated 
with St. Albans Farms and now located 
back East. George claimed that he was just 
on a visit looking for club calves, but I no- 
ticed that he was one of the most active bid- 


ders at the sale. 

Secretary Tomhave of the American Ab- 
erdeen Angus Breeders Association was 
present and was called on for a short talk 
before the opening of the sale. One of the 
most important items of his speech was the 
fact that more activity has been shown this 
vear in registering cattle than ever before 
which means that our breed will continue to 
keep its place at the top of the beef cattle 
industry in this country. 

Col. Cooper opened the sale and Lot 31 
was the first sold, Revolution’s Prince being 
purchased by George Porteous for Roger 
Derby, Knoxville, Maryland, at $200. This 
was just the reverse of previous selling or- 
ders when the cows were sold first. The 
top bull was Eileenmere 183d, purchased by 
William Buren, Princeton, Missouri, for 
$310.00. Mr. Buren also purchased four fe- 
males at an average price of $160, these 
were to be added to his already established 
herd. W. G. Owens, Miller Ridge, Ohio, 
took the next high bull, Eminent Burgess at 
$220.00. 

The females followed and Otto Nobis, 
owner of Wilton Farms, Wilton Junction, 
Iowa, sent to his herd two of the best of- 
fered. One was the top female of the sale, 
Georgina of Pope, a wonderful animal trac- 
ing directly to Imp. Gadie and carrying suc- 
cessive crosses of Cridlan Evergreen and 
McHenry Blackcap blood lines, at $610 and 
Cridlan Pride of Pope, a Cridlan Pride of 


Aberdeen, at $210. Another highlight was 
the sale of Miss Burgess Brown 8th to 
Southside Stock Farms, Rockbridge, Illinois, 
at $400 and her bull calf that sold separate- 
ly to Milo Sheats for $235.

with a feeling of great apprehen- 
Pe poi the outcome, that Manager Ken- 
neth McGregor and his associates, the Han- 
na Stock Farm and Dr. Hocking, entered 
into the matter of holding a public auction 
sale at Fargo, North Dakota, on Tuesday, 
October 25th, 1938. The water holes, and 
the wells on the Hocking farm had gone 
dry, drillings had failed to find new ones 
that would supply the necessary winter 
water for the Hocking herd. Something 
had to be done. The Hocking herd had to 
be dispersed and there was scarcely enough 
of them to make an attractive sale as to 
numbers. So the Lofgren-McGregor Stock 
Farm, the Hanna Stock Farm and Max 
Goldberg decided to “throw in” with the 
doctor to bring the number up to sixty-six 
head, or rather sixty-six lots. A carefully 
planned line of publicity was put into ef- 
fect, a goodly catalog inquiry resulted, and 
sale day morning the wee small handful 
who appeared at an early hour soon grew to 
a crowd that filled the sale pavilion at West 
Fargo Union Stock Yards to capacity when 
auctioneer Tellier called the visitors to or- 
der, immediately following lunch. 

There had been much interest about the 
pens where the cattle were on display and 
in the stalls where the bulls had been tied 
for inspection. Among the first persons to 
greet us when we reached the yards early 
Tuesday morning were Hugh McWhorter 
and Farr Carroll, of Aledo, Illinois. They 
had come quite a ways to select a few ex- 


tra good individuals, but not so far by any 
means as did Manager B. A. Rucker, of 
Cremona Farms, Mechanicsville, Maryland, 
who purchased carefully and wisely from 
the tops for Lieutenant Colonel and Mrs. 
Howard C. Davidson, the owners of Cre- 
mona. 

No sooner had the sale opened than it was 
discovered that several states were repre- 
sented, if not in person, by fieldmen who 
bought as cautiously as did those at the 
ringside, and yet the sixty-six head passed 
the auction stand at the very satisfactory 
price of $182.73 per head. The high spot in 
the auction appeared when Andelot Stock 
Farms, Worton, Maryland, purchased Ebli- 
nette’s General of Ada 526619 at $485.00.

Evidences Much Improvement Over Former Events 


By Gay Quammen 


More steers, both in the 4-H Club and in 
the open classes, were exhibited this year 
at the Baltimore Live Stock Show. More 
important though was the fact that a decid- 
ed improvement could easily be noted over 
the steers exhibited last year. Especially is 
that true with regard to the Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers exhibited. A better type and a 
better finish enabled the breed to win not 
only the grand championship but the re- 
serve as well. 

To state that Virginia stole the show is 
about the truth, for a Virginia 4-H Club 
boy from Tazewell county, Lloyd McPher- 
son, of Blacksburg, won the championship 
over all the 4-H Club calves. Broadview en- 
tered but one steer but that one was enough 
to win over all the other Aberdeen-Angus 
steers in the open class and to win the open 
championship for steers. 

Maryland, was, however, in the running 
in the steer classes and the Maryland breed- 
ers had steers much better than last year’s 
show. Wickwire, from Earleville, had an 
exceptionally fine typey little steer that of- 
fered Dave Sutherland, herdsman for Mr. 
Hagner, all the excitement he wanted. In 
third place in the open classes was a little 
Monocacy steer and George Dunn was doing 
his best to make the calf a first prize win- 
ner. Fourth and fifth and seventh places 
went to the three entries from Fox Hill 
Farm, later showed as the champion trio of 
open steers. Cremona Farm and Monocacy 
won the sixth and ninth positions and a sec- 
ond Wickwire steer won the eighth place. 

Broadview’s steer was type and finish, 
and too much credit cannot be given to 
Davey Sutherland, for he claims that was 
the first steer he ever fed for show. If he 
shows much improvement over this job he 
will be headed for much stronger competi- 
tion at a larger and even more important 
show. To state that Mr. Hagner was well 
pleased with his Broadview bred steer is 
putting it mildly, for entering one and win- 
ning with it is no small honor. 

Not many years back, Maryland had no 
beef cattle, and no beef cattle enthusiasts, 
and 4-H Club work was unheard of in the 
beef cattle department. Consequently their 
efforts as yet are behind those of Virginia, 
and in the 4-H department, Virginia took 
the honors, not only in the breed with which 
we are mostly interested but in the other 
beef breeds. 

There were two classes for Aberdeen-An- 
gus 4-H Club steers and Virginia won each 
of them, the lighter class being won by a 
steer that with a proper finish would have 
proven a real obstacle for any winner. The

little steer belonged to Alex Meek, Jr., of 
Burkes Garden, Virginia, and in the heavier 
class we find the steer owned by Lloyd Mc- 
Pherson, of Blacksburg, ‘tazewell County, 
Virginia, the easy winner, and one that had 
enough on him to go on and defeat a very 
good Hereford and a Shorthorn that was not 
easy to overlook. 

An interesting feature in the group of 
five steers was the fact that last year’s 
champion pen of five feeders exhibited by 
Fox Hill k'arm had been fed and fitted to 
return to the show and win the champion- 
ship as well as the second group for top pen 
of tive fat steers. These were exhibited by 
Wilmae Farm. 

A particular lack at the Baltimore show 
is the lack of feeder calves. One load of 
Aberdeen-Angus from the west were on 
hand and they were far from being a good 
load of calves. A real load of Aberdeen- 
Angus feeder calves would bring a very nice 
price at this show. Despite the fact that 
this load was not up to the par we expect 
from a load of Black calves they sold in the 
sale for about a dollar more than loads of 
other breeds in the same condition. 

Fox Hill Farm again exhibited a load of 
five feeders and won first money on them. 
Bennett’s Point Farm showed a group of 
tive and won the second money. Both of 
these groups brought a satisfactory price, 
Fox Hill Farm’s five selling for $11.90 and 
the Bennett’s Point calves bringing $11.25. 

‘she big moment of course came when the 
grand champion steer was to be named and 
Mr. Kenneth Lytton, of the Virginia Exten- 
sion Department, was on the job. He had a 
part in showing the Broadview steer to the 
champion open steer and a part in bringing 
out the 4-H Club steer to his championship. 
After some walking around and looking, the 
four packer judges finally decided to place 
the ribbon on the 4-H Club calf and young 
Mr. McPherson was given the ribbon for 
his nicely finished thick made steer. The 
Broadview steer was made the reserve grand 
champion of the show. 

Baltimore is a good place to hold a show, 
and this eastern exposition of fat live stock 
can be built into one of the leading shows 
in the country, but there are some features 
that a middle westerner cannot quite under- 
stand. One of them is why does a show 
need four judges, (for one class), another 
how can a judge select a winner without 
“putting his hands on” the steer. Possibly 
the practiced eye of the packer buyer is 
such that he can tell by merely looking at 
a steer the quality of his finish, but we 
wonder. We know, too, that considerable 
comment was made about this “solely-on- 
sight-judgment”. We are not criticising, 
just asking questions for purposes of infor- 
mation. 

The sale following the show proved most 
interesting, and as was expected Esskay 
again in the person of Buck Schluderberg, 
Riverside Abbatoir in the person of Ray- 
mond Heinz made the show stock bring a 
nice price from the grand champion on down 
through the 4-H Club and other open steers. 

The grand champion steer was sold to 
Esskay at a price of fifty-nine cents and we 
know that Master McPherson was well 
pleased with the results of his year’s ef- 
forts. Broadview’s reserve grand cham- 
pions sold for twenty-nine cents, and the 
bulk of the steers brought about 13 cents.

Future Farmers 
of America divi- 
sion to Bill Ser- 
ruys of the Kla- 
math Billiards for 
85e per pound. 
The calf weighed 
999 pounds, bring- 
ing its youthful 
owner $849.15. 
The calf was bred 
by D. E. Alexan- 
der, prominent 
stock man who, 
for a long time 
was carrying reg- 
istration papers 
on his pure bred 
Aberdeen - Angus 
herd. : 

Don and his 
calf also won a 
handsome _ silver 
trophy, awarded 
to him by Sears, 
Roebuck & Com- 
pany for having 
the grand cham- 
pion steer in the 
F, F. A. division. 
This is Dons first 
year in F , 
work after three 
years of 4-H club 
work. Don was 
also very success- 
ful with his 4-H club showings, as he had 
the grand champion 4-H Aberdeen-Angus 
last year at our show. He has shown Aber- 
deen-Angus calves in San Francisco at the 
Interstate Junior Live Stock and Baby Beef 
Show and is now planning to purchase a few 
registered Aberdeen-Angus heifers with 
which to start a herd. The calf when shown 
was just a year old and was eligible for reg- 
istration. 

Our show is sponsored by the Klamath 
Falls Rotary Club and creates considerable 
interest not only among the stock men and 
exhibitors, but also among the business men 
here in Klamath Falls. As evidence of this 
interest and support, the members of the 
Rotary Club staged a barbecue at the fair 
grounds for all of these Junior exhibitors 
and their parents, and stock men through- 
cut the county, at which time they served 
over 800 persons with heaping plates of de- 
licious barbecued meat, the well known Kla- 


math fruit (the netted gem potato) and all 
the trimmings that make a real barbecue, 
topped off with ice cream. 

Thirty-five head of sheep were sold at an 
average price of 28¢ per pound, fifty-eight

baby beef at an average of 20%c per 
pound, and seventeen hogs, at 11%c per 
pound, were sold at the auction sale, bring- 
ing a total of $12,513.39 to the youthful 
boys and girls. I believe this is one of the 
most successful and profitable sales ever 
held in the West. The grand champion fat 
lamb in the 4-H division, raised by Patty 
Hammond, ten-year old member of the Mer- 
rill Live Stock club, was sold to Mitchell, 
Lewis, & Staver Tractor Company for $1.10 
per pound, bringing its -youthful owner 
$151.80. The champion 4-H barrow, owned 


by Georgia Liskey, which was a Chester — 


White, sold for 23%c per pound. All of the 
live stock was purchased by local bidders. 
The entire sale was broadcast over the local 
radio station, K. F. J. I. 

While the Aberdeen-Angus breed is some- 
what new in this community, they are gain- 
ing a foothold quite rapidly and are getting 
to be one of the leading breeds. 


Miller and Cole Sale 


By Dick Hahne ~JeSS Musselman Buys Both Top Bull and Top Cow 


Monday, October 10th was a little more 
suited for an auction sale than the days 
chosen for the previous sales this month. It 
was still warm, but as the weather man had 
predicted a cooler day and the day previous 
had been a regular July day instead of Oc- 
tober, it seemed cool in comparison. They 
told me here that they had a frost the Wed- 
nesday before. Where I was it was far 
_ frost and balmy breezes were every- 

ere. 
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The cattle were all tied in the sale barn, 
which happened to be an old brewery stable 
and warehouse, and the cattle were in an 
easily accessible and cool place to be ex- 
amined. That is, all but the club calves, 
and they stood just outside the building on 
the street side, living landmarks that this 
was the spot where over forty well bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle would be auctioned off 
this day. 

Secretary Tomhave was due to arrive on 


the early noon train and just before train 
time Mr. Cole, Col. Cooper, the auctioneer, 
Frank Richards and myself rode to the 
station and waited for him. Tom arriv- 
ed in plenty of time to allow us a 
visit to the farm, it being just a few 
miles south and east of Peru. We roll- 
ed down the concrete road past the huge 
barns that had once housed one of the larg- 
est circuses in this country, now closed and 
bankrupt. A few miles farther and we 
turned to the right between the wooden 
fences and then through the big gates of 
Colemere, where many of these great cattle 
to be sold today were produced. Here it 
was our privilege to see one of the best two 
year old bulls that is in use in any breeding 
herd. While he was not fitted for show, 
he was undoubtedly one of the best covered 
bulls ever seen. Had he been fitted he would 
have made tough competition on the circuit 
and would have stood very near, if not at 
the top of his class. His calves are just 
starting to come and they are real pros- 
pects, but well that might be, for the ma- 
trons with them were outstanding, and this 
herd is recognized as one of the most select 
herds in the country. 

After driving back to town and eating a 
sandwich we proceeded directly to the sale 
barn and almost immediately the crowd was 
called to the seats and the sale began. The 
cows and calves sold first and Pride of Cole- 
mere 4th, a Rosemere Pride with heifer calf 
at side was sold to L. W. Mathews, New 
Paris, Indiana, at $150. The top cow of the 
offering was Fountain Glen Pridemere Lass 
selling to Jess Musselman, Nobleville, Indi- 
ana at $207.50 and the thirty-one cows aver- 
aged $130. The bulls were sold last, ten 
bulls averaged $173.25 and the top was 
Fountain Glen Perpetuation also selling to 
Jess Musselman at $375.00. The steer calves 
for 4-H work were sold last and the fifteen 
calves netted $788.50 for an average of 
$52.57. 

Tomhave and Richards, Col. Cooper and 
myself left immediately following the sale 
as we were to be at Congerville the next 
morning. We drove straight through to 
Bloomington, Illinois, nearly 200 miles stop- 
ping at Kentland, Indiana, for a good steak 
supper and to gas up the cars.

Wickwire Wins Sweepstakes Trophy at Maryland Show

The sixth annual Maryland Breeders’ 
Show was the occasion for the gathering of 
Maryland breeders and friends at the State 
fair grounds at Timonium on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 29th. 

First of all, I know of no other show as 
unique as is this state breeder’s show. There 
isn’t a penny of prize money, there is, how- 
ever, an entry fee. Ribbons and little silver 
butter plates or something on that order are 
the entire winnings, that is, of any external 
value. But, the manner in which these breed- 
ers bring their cattle to the show, the in- 
terest they show in exhibiting them, the 
good sportsmanship they evidence winning 
or losing is something about which to write 
a book. Does the show pay? We would 
say yes, for there’s always a crowd, usually 
four or five or ten new people, who are 
watching closely, either new owners or pros- 
pective buyers, or friends of some breeder. 
Many come to watch and go home with a new 
desire and not long after we read of another 
new herd in Maryland. 

The judge for the show this year was 
Dale Fletcher of Bethel Farm at Pine 
Plains, New York. He made his mind up, 
early, to look for type, with some emphasis 
on natural thickness and smoothness. For 
this show is different from many as they 
exhibit cattle which haven’t been particular- 
ly fitted for show, and select the ones that 
most nearly represent good type Starting 
with his first class, Mr. Fletcher did a most 
creditable job, and we offer our best con- 
gratulations on a nice piece of work. 

First, was the class for two year old bulls, 
and we wish there had been some competi- 
tion for Wilmae for the bull, Andelot Black 
Joe, was better than he has ever looked. He 
did, however, go on to win the bull honors 
of the show, being made senior and then 
grand champion bull. Tom Autry, manager 
for Mr. Schluderberg, was well pleased with 
his showing the grand champion and win- 
ning the cup. 

Prior to the show, Bill Reide, herdsman 
for Andelot Stock Farms, and as good a 
kind of a “Scotchman” as exists in the coun- 
try told me that he had a real bull as well 
as some splendid females. The class for 
junior yearlings found this bull, Andelot 
Edictor, at the head and right where he be- 
longed. Black Watch of Wickwire was sec- 
ond and Point’s Prideman placed third in 
the class. 

Summer yearling bulls were well headed 


by Glencarnock Eric of Cremona, the little 
Cremona Farm sensation. This little calf, 
born just a few days too soon to be a senior 
calf has come out of the slump that he, 
seemingly, was in and looks like the pros- 
pect he was when just a baby. In second 
and third places were two Andelot entries, 
Blackcap General of Ada and Prince Ande- 
lot. Both of these were sired by General of 
Ada and were both thick and smooth enough 
to cause Mr. Fletcher a little hesitation as 
to which should be second and which third. 
In fourth place was Prince Elrod Monoc for 
Monocacy Farms. 

Robert the Bruce of Wickwire won for 
Mr. Bailey the first prize senior bull with 
Barbarian Monoc in second for Monocacy. 
The Wickwire bull is a son of Koko of Dun- 
ira, the bull that Mr. Bailey imported and 
had the misfortune to lose.

One of the most interesting and I am not 
so sure but the most progressive displays 
at any live stock show is the pure bred heif- 
er classes. Especially is this true at the 
Iowa State Fair where the pure bred beef 
heifer class was started a few years ago 
through the efforts of Carl Oldsen, fieid 
representative for the Iowa Beef Producers 
Association, an organization made up of pure 
bred beef cattle growers of all breeds. The 
heifers are shown in the club classes and as 
a rule remain the property of the exhibitor. 
In more cases than one a new herd has Leen 
the outcome of activities in the heizer class 
competitions. The 1938 heifer show at Iowa 
was outstanding. Miss Eleanor Koster, of 

iadbrook, Iowa, showed the champion 
Aberdeen-Angus heifer and the following is 
what she had to say about her calf. 

“In the fall of 1931 my father visited C. 
T. Rierson’s herd at Radcliffe, lowa, where 
he purchased two heifers and one cow, all of 
which are still producing in the herd. The 
cow was an HEisa Erica of the Eline tribe 
and the heifers were Fourth Branch Black- 
birds. One of these heifers, Blackbird 12th 
of Ardmore, produced Blackbird Kay as her 
first calf. She in turn was mated with one 
of our young herd bulls, McCapmere, a 
grandson of the famous old _ bull Enlate. 
The mating produced a very lowset heifer, 
Miss Blackbird Kay. 

“Our prize winning heifer this year is out 
of Miss Blackbird Kay and by Even Elba B. 
2d, one of our present herd bulls. Since 
this heifer and other youngsters which look 
equally as promising are the first calves by 
Even Elba B. 2d we feel that this Elba 
blood will mean much to our herd. We are 
very proud of this heifer for the progress 
that she made, considering the handicap oi 
having to be weaned at seven and one-half 
months of age, and never having been 
supplied with a nurse cow. She was not 
highly fitted, but her winnings pvove just 
what she is. In my three years’ C.ub work 
I consider her my favorite because of her 
disposition which made it a pleasure to feed 
and show her—Eleanor Koster.”

Sunderman Sale 


October 3d was the day chosen by Alvin 
Sunderman, owner of Ideal Farm, Clarinda, 
Iowa, for his combination sale of Aberdeen- 
Angus and Poland Chinas. It was a won- 
derful day, perhaps this helped to keep the 
farmers in the fields to get their work done 
before cold weather set in, nevertheless as 
the sale started the little auction barn wes 
crowded and all was set to start the sale. 
The cattle sold first and twenty-six lots 
were listed but as the calves sold off the 
cows as club calves there was a total of 
thirty-five animals sold. 

This is perhaps one of the poorest terri- 
tories in whick to try to hold a sale as the 
local conditions have not been inducive to 
the spending of much money. The farmers 
have had pretty hard luck for several years 
and are hoping that next season will bring 
them a good crop again. However, the 
seven calves sold from $42.00 to $67.00 and 
averaged $51.00. The top animal of the 
sale was a bull, Breslau 2d, sold to E. H.

Aberdeen-Angus captured the two major 
awards in the Nineteenth Annual St. Joseph 
Interstate Baby Beef and Pig Club Show, 
when an Aberdeen-Angus was named grand 
champion of the show (see lower picture), 
and again when an Aberdeen-Angus group 
was named to head the strong county group 
class (see page 16 A). The grand cham- 
pion was the medium weight steer shown by 
Buster (Orlo) Simmons, of Parnell, Miss- 
ouri. This steer was of a desirable type and 
carried a wealth of meat over the back, ribs 
and loin. In the carcass the steer showed 
an even covering with no excessive waste. 

The first county group came from Mar- 
ion County, Iowa, and was composed of five 
uniform Aberdeen-Angus, that had _ been 
produced by cows developed in the county’s 
pure bred heifer club. The group defeated 
the mixed five from Nodaway County, Miss- 
ouri, to win the Anchor Serum Company 
Trophy. Although making its first show- 
ing at St. Joseph, the county won first, 
third and fifth in light weight class, and 


second and fourth in the medium weights. : 


The Aberdeen-Angus classes were unus- 
ually strong, and included a great number 
of animals of unusual type and quality. It 
was apparent that the young feeders had 
learned to appreciate type in_ selecting 
steers to feed, as off-type steers were not 
to be found in any class. The _ reserve 
champion was the light weight Hereford 
shown by Ruth Ann Scott of St. Joseph, 
Missouri. The entire exhibit was the best 
in the history of the show. All of the ani- 
mals showed condition and finish, that re- 
flected the abundance of feed available on 
the farms where the cattle had been fed.

loitered long about the stalls to 
cattle an extra look and to ask 
tions. Following is a list of the 


Breeders everywhere can well be proud 
of the Aberdeen-Angus record at the recent 
American Royal at Kansas City, where 
members of the breed captured two out of 
a possible three interbreed championships. 
They were the single steer in the Junior 
show and the carlot in the fat show. The 
carlot of Aberdeen-Angus that won the 
grand championship were the property of 
Hugh M. Lawson, of Fayetteville, Arkan- 
sas, who lives in this city and operates a 
farm at or near the Missouri line. Buyers 
threw away but little money when it came 
to the auction sale of either the singles or 
the loads. Evidently they were out to make 
money for their respective companies and 
a perusal of the sales sheet would indicate 
that they did just that thing. The grand 
champion load sold through Swift & Henry 
at $14.75 per hundred weight; the champion 
load of Herefords fed by Harold Schmidt, a 
chip off the old block, for he is the son of 
our good friend A. H., of Tarkio fame, sold 
at $14.25; they selling through the National 
Commission Company; Sni-A-Bar’s cham- 
pion Shorthorn load brought $13.50 and 
were sold through Swift & Henry. A. H. 
Schmidt’s first prize load of Aberdeen- 
Angus sold at $14.50; the first prize Short- 
horns, $12.50 and the first prize Herefords, 
$14.00. 


Over in the feeder cattle row the Aber- 
deen-Angus lost to the MHerefords. The 
grand champion Hereford load over all 
breeds sold at $13.25; the champion Aber- 
deen-Angus load shown by Johnson Work- 
man of Kansas sold at $16.25, this load 
went to Henry Tabke, of Moville, Iowa, and 
wil! be taken along for the 1939 shows, as 
will also the Herefords which went to Emil 
Bucks, at Davenport, Iowa, so in all proba- 
bility these babies will “meet again”, per- 
haps at Chicago in 1939. Tabke also took 
the second prize load of Aberdeen-Angus, 
they having been shown by Fred Claussen, 
of Russell, Kansas, the price was $14.25. 
While there were no sensational prices paid 
in the feeder section, the rates were quite 
satisfactory and should allow the buyers a 
real break right from the start. 


The Junior feeding contest is divided at 
the American Royal between the Future 
Farmers and the 4-H club members, each 
having their own showing and finally meet- 
ing with their respective champions to see 
who is to be awarded the grand champion- 
ship in the Junior contest, then the cham- 
pions come together for interbreed com- 
petition to select an open class champion 
over all breeds. These competitions were 
keen, the youngsters fought eagerly, espec- 
ially was this true amongst the top placings 
and in the finals where the two clubs met 
it was indeed red hot. In the grand finals 
where the Club Champion and the open 
steer champions meet to decide the grand 
championship over all breeds and all class- 
es the Bonnie Blacks had to give way to 
what we believe was the most perfect 
specimen of Hereford ever presented at an 
American Royal. The whitefaced youngster 
had everything, but in spite of that he had 
no walk away for the black steer shown 
to the championship for Aberdeen-Angus by 
the Oklahoma A. & M. College, was not at 
all easily brushed aside. Many a look and 
many a feel finally caused the big purple 
to be hung on the palefaced steer, and he 
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seemed to have a wonderful covering, per- 
haps a bit more than the Black, and he 
handled like silk. Anyway it was a good 
battle, and we pretty near done it right 
down in the heart of Herefordom. And 
that’s something. 

The breeding classes were not so large 
but they contained a great lot of cattle, and 
made a splendid showing all the way down 
the line. Judge Don Kayes had quite some 
job selecting the winners, however he did 
a very satisfactory job. 

This was the first meeting for several of 
the herds and no one knew just what would 
happen. Tolan won the aged bull class 
with Eileenmere 87th who was looking fine; 
Brown placed Envious Blackcap B. 6th at 
the head of the two year old section in 
pretty hot company. His runnerup was 
Revemere of Wheatland 17th shown by 
Hollinger and displaying a marked improve- 
ment over his appearance the earlier part 
of the season. looked like he was really get- 
ting set to go places. In third position 
stood Black Prince of Sunbeam, who had, in 
the estimation of many ringside fans, been 
slated for the top. That’s just how hot the 
class was to handle. Tolan captured the 
senior yearling class with Eileenmere 188th 
and he also held the next station with Foun- 
tain Glenn Burgess. Envious Blackcap B. 
6th was made senior and grand champion 
of the show. 

Tolan again came forward with Eileen- 
mere 191st to head the junior yearling 
class; Hollinger was again second this time 
with Revemere of Wheatland 19th. Fuller- 
ton headed the summer yearling section 
with Prince Eroica 2d of Sunbeam and Hol- 
linger held the next two places with Bar- 
more 3d, and Revolution of Wheatland 6th, 
respectively. The senior herd calf class was 
warm enough too. It was headed by Erian 
B. 2d, shown by Brown; and he was follow- 
ed closely by Eileenmere 245th from the 
Tolan string; and Prince of Sunbeam was 
next for Fullerton. The baby bulls were 
no exception to the rule when it came to 
quality and type. Brown again scored, this 
time with Envious Blackeap B. 9th and next 
to him was Elgon Sunbeam, a son of Bleck 
Prince of Sunbeam, shown by Fullerton. 
Tolan’s bull Eileenmere 191st was made 
junior champion. Tolan also snatched away 
the blues for all three sets of bulls. Brown 
was his contender in each instance. 


Then came the cows, and what a show! 
Tolan ruled the roost, for he captured the 
blues that carried his entries through to 
the senior, junior and grand championship 
places. It was his two year old, Estamere, 
a daughter of Repeater of Wheatland, that 
won the senior and grand honors, and his 
senior heifer calf, Blackcap Effie R. 3d that 
held the junior ticket. Brown won the get 
and the pair of calves. Tolan won the grad- 
ed herd, the pair of yearlings and the best 
ten head. This last showing was indeed im- 
pressive. The grandstand was packed to 
capacity for the afternoon horse show when 
some seven or eight groups of ten lined up 
to receive attention from the judge. That’s 
a lot of cattle in one huddle and did they 
look good, and did they make a sweet im- 
pression on the audience? The Doddies

The Varco herd has been 
one of the leading herds in the northwest 
for many years, producing very high qual- 
ity breeding cattle with uniformity and 
breed character of the highest order. The 
Journal dislikes to report the closing out of 
the splendid breeding herd, however we can 
in the same breath congratulate Mr. Ker- 
shaw upon being able to purchase these cat- 
tle. Nothing but outstanding bulls have 
been used since the herd was founded and 
the original foundation cows were selected 
because of their individuality and superior 
breeding. Hence Mr. Varco has built in 
this northwest country a great herd from 
which has come more than the usual num- 
ber of outstanding individuals. When I talk- 
ed with Mr. Kershaw he remarked “there 
were seventy-one head in the shipment in- 
cluding some of the finest and best cattle 
I have seen. Why, there’s a Prizemere 32d 
cow tracing back to Barbara Woodson that 
is just about the last word in an Aberdeen- 
Angus matron; and there’s two granddaugh- 
ters of Elga Elliott 29th, sired by Bessie’s 
Revolution of Alfalfamere by Revolution of 
Page 11th and he was out of Blackcap Bes- 
sie 9th of Page, while the dam of these two 
great heifers is Elga 3d of Strathmore, a 
wonderful breeding daughter of the Inter- 
national grand champion Revolution 7th. I 
wish you would come down and see them 
for I think them about the last word in type, 
breeding and quality.” 

The invitation to “come down” necessar- 
ily had to be refused, however I can well 
visualize this group of cattle for I have 
been quite intimately familiar with many 
of the cows in this foundation herd and 
have kept pretty close tab on what they 
have been doing. It is not at all difficult 
to agree with Mr. Kershaw concerning the 


quality and the breeding and having just 
finished a trip of some 6000 miles through 
the northwest know quite well that these 
cattle must be in excellent condition for 
there has been an abundance of good, 
strong, rich feed all through the west this 
year. 

It took a lot of high pressure to persuade 
the writer to consign the two full sisters, 
Elga of Strathmore and Elga 3d of Strath-

Revo- 
lution of Page 11th was perhaps one of the 
most outstanding breeding bulls ever used 
at the Hartley Farms at Page, North Da- 
kota so we feel that Mr. Kershaw is giving 
us a pretty straight tip when he refers to 
these two granddaughters of old Elga El- 
liott 29th as outstanding. The Alfalfamere 
herd was rich in the breeding of the best 
from McHenry, the Eschers, Rosemere and 
Hartley Stock Farm, a combination that 
made good. In some of these tabulations 
will be found such names as that of Glen- 
carnock Revolution 6th the great breeding 
bull that has done so very much in the Mil- 
ler and Kemp herds in Iowa; the imported 
bull Evaxus of Ballindalloch whose progen- 
ators gleam with show yard accomplish- 
ments in the old country; The Internation- 
al grand champions, Bar Marshall, Black- 
cap Revolution, Revolution 7th and old Earl 
Marshall himself. Montana will feel keen- 
ly the loss of this splendid breeding herd; 
however the sunny southwest is gaining 
more than she realizes in the transfer of 
this herd form the mountain country to Ok- 
lahoma’s prairies. Mr. Kershaw says he 
will be happy to show these cattle to anyone 
interested in seeing some of the very best 
to be found anywhere. 


West Virginia Feeder Calf Sales 


On Monday October 10th at Petersburg, 
West Virginia, was held the regular feeder 
calf sale for that section. 

Colonel Earl Wright, of Mt. Vernon, Ohio, 
a young auctioneer of great possibilities 
sold the calves and did a most creditable 
job. Yours truly of the Journal acted as a 
ring-man should and the sale went along 
rapidly and we think quite successfully. 

Just what the official average per pound 
would be we are not certain as the calves 
were sold by the head but the prices were 
good, and the consignors, Mr. Clyde Bonar, 
of Burlington; Mr. J. Gabe Hanlin, of Mt. 
Storm; and Mr. Grove, of Petersburg, were 
well pleased. 

Since that date, however, I have learned 
that the calves would and could have 
brought a few more dollars per head. An 
order for fifty head of good feeders such 


as these would have proven might have 
brought an even finer average. 

We respect the efforts of the West Vir- 
ginia University staff, of their extension 
division and other agricultural agencies to 
promote the affairs of the breeders in the 
state. But we wonder if some well placed 
publicity might not prove of good benefit to 
these sales as they hold them in West Vir- 
ginia. Two breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
that I know would have attended had they 
known of the sale. They were not present, 
both would have been willing to pay a few 
cents more or a dollar more per head, which 
would have increased the net returns to the 
breeders considerable, and we should ask at 
ors time if such isn’t the case at the other 
sales.

Baby Beeves Need More Attention 


The writer is repeatedly asked the ques- 
tion, “How can we improve our baby beef 
exhibits?” In judging baby beef shows 
practically all of our judges stress three 
points, namely: Condition, Quality and Type. 

Condition is the first essential in any 
market beef class. A steer may possess 
quality and the desired conformation, yet if 
it is not finished from the standpoint of 
condition it should not head any good class. 
In most shows ninety per cent of the steers 
exhibited lack condition. They need thirty, 
sixty or one hundred days more feeding. 
This means that in most instances the boys 
or girls did not start feeding early enough. 
It takes about a year to get a good job of 
feeding done. This feat cannot be accom- 
plished in six or nine month’s time. 

Quality of finish is very necessary. This 
means a smooth, even covering of firm 
flesh over all parts of the body. Bunches, 
rolls or flabbiness are all objectionable. A 
coarse, raw-boned, thin steer seldom, if 
ever, takes on an even, smooth covering of 
flesh. 

Type. In selecting a calf be sure that he 
has good breed type. By that we mean he 


should be low set, deep bodied, deep in the 
flank, straight in the top line, smooth in 
the shoulders, short in the neck, broad in 
the head, smooth in the hips, level at the 
tail head, deep in the hind quarters and 
a squarely on well set front and hind 
egs. 

Constitution as indicated by width and 
depth of chest is very necessary to insure 
good feeding qualities. The hide should be 
of medium thickness, mellow and pliable to 
the touch. Avoid an animal with a thick, 
tight hide as such an animal seldom makes 
satisfactory gains.

sion until today there is a uniformity in 
type and quality comparable with the best 
of herds, and I am not so sure but that the 
1938 calf crop is just a bit above the top 
average of the country. The calves are well 
developed, have plenty of bone, are rugged, 
thick made, short coupled, deep bodied, good 
headed little fellows that meet one more 
than half way. They are a healthy set, 
gentle, and easy to approach, even though 
grown in the open.

The fall event of the Virginia Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association at the North 
Wales Club must very definitely be marked 
a fine success, one that these Virginia 
breeders may point to with pride, and one 
that they should and will use to good advan- 
tage in the promotion of the breed in their 
section. 

At ten-thirty on Monday October 17th 
Mr. George K. Bailey, whose Wickwire herd 
at Earleville, Maryland is well thought of 
in‘ this eastern section, called for the older 
class of bulls and four bulls were showed. 
General Georgius of Creswell, a very nicely 
made son of General 2d of Page, senior 
herd sire at Creswell Farm, was easily the 
winner with his half brother standing next 
in line. The younger bulls were then show- 
ed and Canterbury Farms won this class 
with Canterbury Black Lad 4th, a grandson 
of Briarcliff Protestor and a very decent 
sort of a young herd bull prospect. Jack 
Lowe, Canterbury herdsman, had done a 
lot of work with this youngster and had 
him looking the part, in fact, this calf was 
made the champion bull of the show. Black- 
captain of Winton a very deep bodied bull, 
lacking somewhat the condition necessary 
to win, was in second place and Brandy 
Rock Anoka 73d, a younger calf, was third. 

The classes for bulls were interesting but 
even more interest was evidenced in the 
female groups of which there were five. 

Victor Myers of Harrisonburg won the 
first class for cows on Foster’s Queen fol- 
lowed closely by Rockland’s entry, Glenelg 
Lady Middlebrook.

Another 
Broadview entry, Blackcap of Broadview, a 
daughter of a second Andelot herd sire, 
Black Lad of Sabin, offered the chief com- 
petition and was placed second. 

On heifers calved between January and 
May, 1937 we find that Blackbird of Broad- 
view, a daughter of Andelot Evergood, the 
first bull that Broadview owned and later 
resold for export, was the winner with Can- 
terbury Eriskay 3d standing next in line.

Mr. J. H. Sickler 
was present from New Jersey and with 
him Mr. Derr.

The object of the meeting was 
to study the large herd of pure bred and 
commercial cattle and the system of pasture 
management followed on the plantation. 
The morning was devoted to a trip to the 
various pastures where different types of 
grasses are being tested. Excellent results 
in pasture improvement are being secured 
through the use of phosphate on the worn- 
out field when seeded to Dallas grass and 
Lespedeza. This work was explained by 
Dr. Sugg of the Extension Service, and Mr. 
Passmore. 

The pure bred breeding herd consisting 
of several hundred females of breeding age, 


the young cattle and herd bulls were in- 


spected and their managment discussed. 
During the noon hour a typical southern 
barbeque was enjoyed. During the after- 
noon a brief meeting was held at which 
Professor J. C. Grimes, head of the Animal 
Husbandry Department at the State College, 
Dr. R. S. Sugg of the Extension Department 
and Secretary W. H. Tomhave of the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Association discussed 
live stock problems.
